A summer garden should be well 
planned and the rows should run 
east and west if possible. If the 
rows run east and west your sun 
breakers will serve a double pur- 
pose. The brush which sayes one 
plant in the morning part of the 
day can help the save another one 
in the afternoon, As the sun pass- 
es from the east to the west the 
shadow will continue to fall di- 
rectly on the row and your brush 
will be doing good work all the 
time. I have found men who make 
light of the idea of protecting 
plants from the sun. They claim 
that the plant needs the sun and 
they insist that the sun will not 
destroy the young plants. I hap- 
pen to know that these men are 
mistaken and more than that I 
have learned by experience that 
the sun will kill many other 
things. Pigs or calves will die if 
placed in the hot sun and in a 


small place. Even fish will not 
thrive if the sun is too hot on 
them. I doubt that the sun would 


destroy large fish but the small 
ones simply cannot live if the sun 
is too hot on them. Everything 
needs protection from the rays of 
the sun during the summer months 
and unless you protect your gar- 
den your chances are very slim 
for any returns for your labors. 
If your soil is rich and you use 
an abundance of sun breakers, you 
can plant and grow any vegetable 
which will grow during the sum- 
mer months. If you have not tried 
this plan of having summer veg- 
etables you should try it just one 
time, You will be surprised at the 
results, As soon as your plants 
are large enough to stand the hot 
sun you can easily throw the brush 
over the fence and enjoy your veg- 
etables. The best plan of putting 
out these brush is to use an iron 
bar about five feet long. Make 
a hole about a foot deep and stand 
the brush in the hole,

HOGS—lI'm guessing that hogs 
will pay well this fall and it is 
up to us to make or lose on our 
pigs. I’m a great believer in push- 
ing pigs all the time but when 
prices are high as they are today 
I am almost persuaded to push 
the pigs some during the night.

The program was inaugurated 
at a meeting of farmers and farm 
leaders here this week in which 
it was agreed that Alabama should 
at least produce sufficient live- 
stock and livestock products for 
supplying the needs of the State. 

“Our major agricultural problem 
is to develop throughout Alabama 
a balanced system of agriculture 
which is sound in practice and in 
economics,” said a member of the 
Extension Service. “That which 
we have had and now have, in 
the main, is inefficient. in the use 
of labor, destructive in the use 
of soil, and unsound in financial 
practices. 

“We in the Extension Service 
are certain that to use our farm 
labor more efficiently, to protect 
our soils and to avoid unsound 
financial practices, we must, have 
more livestock on our farms, In 
some areas this may be beef cat- 
tle, in others hogs, in others dairy 
cattle, and in others sheep, with 
poultry general throughout the 
State. Combinations of these do- 
mestic animals along with crops 
will work on many farms. 

“In promoting our livestock pro- 
gram, we shall not in any sense 
discredit or depreciate cotton but 
magnify it and protect it because 
it fits nicely into the combination 
of crops and livestock under Ala- 
bama conditions.”

The first hogs 
always bring the best price and 
it is up to you and your folks to 
have your pigs ready early. So 
go out after every known thing 
for your pigs and be sure to feed 
them an abundance of it.

SKIPS—Did you ever figure just 
how much you are losing each 
year on account of skips in your 
crops? Go out in your field and 
step off one hundred yards down 
a row and count the number of 
stalks in that row. Then esti- 
mate the number of stalks that 
should be in that row and you 
will see how much you are losing 
each year from a poor stand, It 
igs too late to do anything about 
skips in your cotton and corn if 
you are a re-planter but it is not 
too late for you to fill in those 
gaps with something which will 
count. You must use something 
which will make you a return and 
it is my suggestion that you re- 
plant your cotton with running 
peanuts as the hogs can use every 
one of them, and that, you fill the 
gaps in your running peanuts with 
Spanish peanuts. You cannot use 
runners if you are expecting to 
gather them, as the re-plants wit 
not be matured when you digy your 
oldest ones. You can plant Span- 
ish nuts and pull them up for your 
pigs and for your mules, Skips 
in corn should be filled with beans 
unless the stand is too bad and 
in that case you might use beans 
and peas. You cannot have too 
many peas and for that reason 
it will pay you to replant with 
peas at any time. The thing I 
started out to say is that you 
should fill every skip in your crop 
and you shoud do so before the 
month of June is gone. That man 
who pays no attention to his skips 
will continue to wear patched 
clothes and pay interest on his old 
debt. You must fill in your skips 
and when you do it will pay you 
well. How about trying it just

| SAVES MON’Y TO PAY BILLS 
| AUBURN, Ala. With the 
|money saved by baking its own 
| bread, a Baldwin County farm 
|family has installed electric lights 
and a radio and is paying the light 
and ice bills. 

As told by Mary Guarisco, a 
leading 4-H Club girl of Daphne, 
her family is saving $14.40 every 
seven weeks by making its bread. 
She gives figures showing that the 
family used to spend 40 cents per 
day or $19.60 each seven weeks 
for bread. The flour, yeast, lard, 
sugar, and salt used in making 
the bread at home is now costing 
only $5.20 for each seven-week 
period, 

“Because of the amount saved, 
we were able to have electric 
lights put in and also get a radio, 
|Our light bill being on an average 
of $3.50 and ice $6.30 for seven 
| weeks, we are able to pay for 
both with the saving. In summer 
jwe have $4.60 left over and in 
| winter when we do not buy ice 
|}we have $10.90 left after paying 
the light and ice bills.”

Freight Planes to Link 


Five Canadian Cities 
London.—Five twin engined mono- 
planes, built at Hanworth, and spe- 
cially designed for freight, have 
been named after five of the chief 
Canadian cities in which they will 
oOperate—Moncton, Halifax, St, John, 

Sydney, and Charlottetown, 

The planes were ordered by East- 
ern Canada Air Lines, They are 
designed for the transport of heavy 
and bulky packages, Floors and 
cabin sides are reinforced, and large 
doors enable baggage to be loaded 
and unloaded easily and quickly. In- 
Stallation of seats to carry passen- 
ers is a matter of a few minutes, 

The fleet will work twice daily 
Services through the maritime prov- 
inces, saving many hours on sur- 
face transport schedules. For ex- 
ample, the journey from Moncton to 
Halifax is 200 miles by rail and 
takes 12 heurs; by air it is 114 
miles and will be flown regularly in 
less than an hour, 

Between New Glasgow and Char- 
lottetown is a train journey of 185 
miles which takes 12 hours; by air 
the distance on the direct route 
across Northumberland — strait to 
Prince Edward island is only 45 
miles and will take little more than 
20 minutes,

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ALABAMA INSURANCE 
BUREAU 


The Alabama Insurance Bureau 
wus created as a separate depart- 
ment by an Act of the Legisla- 
ture in 1915, Prior to this time 
the duties of this department, were 


performed by the Secretary of 
State, 
The Department was created 


for the purpose of protecting pol- 
icy holders, by careful and rigid 
supervision of companies; also the 
Department protects the licensed 
companies from the raids on the 
business by unlicensed, or ‘Wild- 
cat’ companies, Every insurance 
company, before it is legally au- 
tnorized to do business in Ala- 
bama, must first submit to an 
cxumination and conyince the in- 
surance commission of its solven- 
ey and at the same time deposit 
with the State Treasurer, or with 
the proper authority of some oth- 
er State, securities to the actual 
cash value of at least $100,000 for 
the protection of its policy hold- 
ers. A policy that is issued by a 
company that, is not authorized to 
do business in Alabama cannot be 
collected through the Courts of the 
State. 

Only duly licensed agents may 
write insurance in the State, Ev- 
ery agent must have license, and 
the public should keep this fact 
in mind, 

The Department receives its in- 
come from the fire insurance com- 
panies, which are required to pay 
one and one-half per cent on the 
gross premium received, and two 
and one-half per cent on the gross 
premium received by all other in- 
surance companies doing business 
in Alabama. 

The Department is self support- 
ing and laws creating it provide 
that all salaries and expenses of 
every nature shall be paid from 
the collection of the Department 
only. The surplus from this de- 
partment is covered into the gen- 
eral funds of the State, Last year 
this amounted to $896,104.82, ° 

The first year after the Depart- 
ment, was established the income 
was $275,267.38 and the expense 
of operation was $10,20/.81. The 
income continued to increase from 
year to year until in 1930 when it 
amounted to $1,047,865.22. The 
cost of operation by this time had 
increased to $26,689.72. During 
the following four years the in- 
come declined and amounted to 
only $691,310.66 in 19384, There 
was also a slight decline in the 
expenses. In 1936 the collections 
amounted to $927,456.47. The dis- 
bursements were $24,228.55, more 
than $2,000 less than they were in 
1930. Included in the disburse- 
ments for 1986 are attorney’s fees 
for prosecuting and _ collecting 
claims amounting to more than 
$12,000, this amount, being recov- 
ered for the State. 

During the time this Depart- 
ment has been in operation it has 
collected from the insurance com- 
panies $15,386,531.44. The cost of 
operation has been $503,332.12. 

The insurance companies collect 
more from the people in form of 
premiums than the State collects 
in all forms of taxes. In 1935 
citizens of Alabama paid to the 
licensed companies reporting to 
the bureau of insurance a total 
of $40,573,174.57 for insurance 
premiums of all kinds.

HOMESTEAD LAW NOW IN 
EPFEOT IS COURT RULING 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,, June 17, 

Homestead exemptions were put 
into immediate effect today upon 
an unanimous advisory opinion 
from the Supreme Court to relieve 
home owners of Alabama of ap- 
proximately $1,200,000 a year in 
taxes, 

The Supreme Court opinion end- 
ed a long controversy in which 
Governor Graves had contended 
the homestead exemptions should 
go into effect immediately, with 
Attorney General Carmichael rul- 
ing they did not go into effect 
until October 1, 19388, under the 
terms of an administration bill 
passed at the last special session 
of the Legislature, 

The Supreme Court opinion 
holds that,the law went into ef- 
fect, on its approval by the gov- 
ernor and is applicable to the tax 
year of 1936-837 and thereafter, 

Governor Graves, jubilantly an- 
nouncing the decision, declared it 
to be the “greatest victory” of his 
administration, He said he con- 
sidered homestead exemptions the 
keystone of his entire program and 
that it meant more to Alabamians 
than any other single piece of 
legislation, 

The exemption applies only to 
the State's part of ad valorem tax- 
ation and does not affect the levy 
upon homes collected by cities and 
counties, 

In the face of the attorney gen- 
eral's ruling, Governor Graves had 
instructed Tax Commission Chair- 
man Henry Long to put the law 
into effect immediately. and to 
make no aksessments without giv- 
ing the exemptions, Tax assessors 
of various counties, however, had 
been left in a state of confusion 
as to what they should do, the law 
providing that they are bound by 
the attorney general's opinions un- 
til a higher authority acts. 

Accordingly, Governor Graves 
requested the Supreme Court to 
give an advisory opinion and the 
opinion was rendered unanimously 
to uphold the governor's conten- 
tions and to refute the arguments 
of the attorney general,

noon. She had been ill about one 
year, suffering from an incurable 
disease, Mrs. Hudson was the 
widow of the late Giles Hudson, 
one of the county's best known 
and most highly esteemed citizens. 
She was 73 years of age and was 
born and reared in the county. 

Surviving are one son, Lotus 
Hudson; two sisters, Mrs. Sara 
Davis and Mrs, Judie Ann Powell; 
three brothers, Messrs. Jim, Joe 
and Oscar Taylor.

People must awaken to the fact 
that rats are expensive boarders 
and are dangerous to health, Only 
intensive trapping and poisoning 
will relieve the prevalence of vats

One of our food handlers re- 
cently stated proudly that he 
washed his glasses once a day 


whether they needed it or not. 

If a man could see germs with 
his naked eye most of our health 
would be solved. No 
one would drink from a gilass if 
the germs of trench-mouth, colds, 
diphtheria, tuberculosis and other 
diseases could be seen hanging to 
its edges. There is every chance 
for them to be present on a poorly 
cleansed glass or dish. Only a 
proper chemical solution or hot 
water can kill these germs, Did 
you ever wonder whether your 
glasses or dishes were dipped in 
tepid water which had been used 
time after time? This method 
may be more dangerous than using’ 
the unwashed glasses or dishes, 
as germs multiply enormously in 
a solution where there are food 
particles. Rinsing or soaping in 
cold water has no sterilizing effect.
